The weekly magazine 'Neue Weltschau', No. 10 of 6 
March 1980, wrote in a report about ‘Ghost planes 
the from thousandsof People at 29.1.1980 via 


Klagenfurt and large parts of Austria were seen among others: 
"Older residents admittedly remember the numerous UFO 
observations that took place over Klagenfurt and Carinthia 
during the Second World War - we reported extensively 

about it - and the whole incident is just as reminiscent of those 


mysterious 'Air Defense Battle of Los Angeles’ (this was also 
mentioned in our report), when, also during World War II, 
dozens of planes suddenly appeared on the coast, believed to 
be attacking Japanese fighters They came under fire, were 
visible in the spotlight, and several were reported shot down. 
The fire spell lasted for hours 

- the next morning, however, there was no trace anywhere of 
these mysterious invaders, who of course had not been 
Japanese, because at that time they could not fly so far.... 
Something similar was observed over Sweden in 1945/46, so- 
called 'ghost rockets’, some of which flew over the sky with a 
loud noise, but were neither German, nor English, nor Russian 
(this can only mean that they had no corresponding nationality 
markings). For how else could one have known that at that 
time; author's note). Some of them allegedly crashed, but 
nothing was found, although American generals who had 
arrived in a hurry made every possible investigation together 
with their Swedish colleagues. 

From this report, we will first detail the incident over Los Angeles 
and later the one over Sweden. At 
February 25, 1942, about 15-20 unidentified enemy flying objects 
appeared over the California metropolitan area of Los Angeles, and 
the FLAK positions stationed around Los Angeles opened fire on 
them.

4. No troop losses in our country (USA). 

5. No aircraft was shot down. 

6. Army or Navy aircraft of the Americans were not in action. 


"Frankfurter General Newspap 20.10.1979: 
"The ‘foo fighter,'a small ball like the one used during the 
World War II is said to have appeared on both sides, was 
apparently a reconnaissance aircraft and unmanned." 

"Die Welt", Hamburg, of 3.10.1950 reports a case where these 
balls had a diameter of only 30 cm. 

Of course, there have been not only unmanned but also manned 
flying discs or flying bullets, even during the war years.

On March 17, 1950, at 11 o'clock in the morning, Sheriff Mc
